CORONER IN AN INQUIRY 


Case Resembles Another Cult, 
Victims. in Alleged 
Torture. 





CHICAGO, June 22.—Mrs. Louisa Jane 
Thompson, wife of the Adam 
Thompson, self-styled successor to 
Dowie and leader of a new cult at 
Zion City, died under 
which today prompted Coroner Taylor 
of Lake County to begin an investiga- 
tion. Mrs. Thompson was 38 years old. 
She died last week and was buried Fri- 
day. 

Those who saw the body say it was 
frightfully emactated. 

The police were informed by neigh- 
bors that Mrs. Thompson was starved 
in an effort to ‘‘expel devils’’ by fast- 
ing. She is said to have been without 
food for 41 days. The last two days 
of her life, the informants assert, she 
pleaded for water. 

They say the members of the cult sat 
by the woman’s bed and waited for the 
starvation to cause the “devils that in- 
fested her body to leave,” and encour- 
aging her to “hold out just a little.”’

tion and securing a monopoly of 
the business of furnishing elec- 
tric light and power in that city. 

“There were four corporations 
empowered to conduct this busi- 
ness.

Citizens’ Electric Light and 
Power Co., which had a capital 
stock of $2,000,000 and property 
of no greater value than $600,000; 
and the Imperial Electric Light, 
Heat and Power Co., which had 
a capital stock of $1,500,000 and 
property which was worth not 
more than $1,500,000, and was 
mortgaged for that amount, and 
consolidated them on May 16, 
1902, into the Union company, 
which had a capital stock of $10,- 
000,000, $2,000,000 cf which was 
preferred, and net assets not ex- 
ceeding $600,000, or 6 per cent of 
the stock which represented 
them. 

Hiow the Plan Worked. 


The North American Co, asso- 
clated and allied with itself in 
the execution of its scheme a 
trust company and certain citi- 
zens of the city of St. Louis, and 
these schemers purchased, about 
May 15, 1903, of the directors of 
the Edison company, substan- 
tially all their stock, 17% shares 
of the preferred stock of tbat 
company which was in its treas- 
ury and other shares of its stock 
sufficient to make the aggregate 
of their holdings more than the 
three-fifths requisite under the 
statutes to authorize a consolida- 
tion with another corporation. 

“These schemers had previously 
conceived the plan of depriving 
the stockholders, and especially 
those preferred stockholders of 
the Edison company who did not 
sell their shares to them, of the 
larger part of the value of their 
stock by selling the property of 
their corporation to themselves by 
means of the legal device of a 
consolidation of the Edison com- 
pany with a corporation which 
they owned.

“The net assets of that company 
Were worth $2,600,000, which was 
represented by $2,000,000 preferred 
stock and $2,000,000 common stock. 

The Company owed its preferred 
stockholders about $600,000 cumu- 
lative dividends, which had been 
earned but had not been paid, so 
that the preferred stock represent- 

ed at least $1,600,000 of the $2,600,- 
000 net assets of that company. 

“In acquiring the three-fifths of 
the stock of the Edison company 
the schemers bought more of the 
common than of the preferred 
stock and contrived to depreciate 
the market Value of the latter to 
about 50 per cent of its par value, 
while they practiced to increase 
the market value of the common 
stock, 

Directors Mere Puppets. 

“After they had become the 
owners of $10,000,000 of the stock of 
the Union company and of three- 
fifths of theistock of the Edison 
company, they caused the indi- 
vidual defendants to be elected 
nominal direetors of the latter 
company to execute their plan. 

“But these defendants never 
exercised any judgment or dis- 
cretion in the discharge of their 
assumed duties, but were the 
mere puppets of the schemers and 
did their bidding without question 
in all things. 

“The sehemers had chosen a 
Board of Directors“in the Union 
company which they controlled in 
the same manner. 

“Thereupon, they prepared an 
agreement of consolidation of the 
two companies into the Consoli- 

>) dated Union company, and 
caused it to be ratifietl by three- 
fifths of the stockholders of each 
of the constituent companies. By 
this agreement the capita! stock 
of the,Consolidated company was 
made $10,000,000, $2,500,000 of which 
was placed in a trust company 
subject to the order of its 
Board of Directors, and $7,0u,- 
000 of i: and $75,000 in cash were 
assigned for the stock of the con- 
stituent companies in this way: 
$1,000,000 stock of the Consolidated 
company and $50,000 for the $2,- 
000,000 preferred stock of the Ed- 
ison company; $500,000 stock of 
the Consolidated company and 
$25,000 for the $2,000,000 common 
stock of the Edison company; 
$6,000,000 stock of the Consolidat- 
ed company for the _ $10,000,000 
stock of the Union company. * * * 


Fraud, Says Complainant, 

“The complainant alleged that 
this consolidation was unauthor- 
ized by the statutes of Missouri, 
that it was a fraudulent sale of 
the property of the Edison com- 
pany, and of the complainants’ 
property by the schemers to 
themselves at an unconscionably 
low price, that it was a breach 
of trust by the majority of the 
stockhodlers of the Edison com- 
pany, by that corporation and by 
its directors, and that the Con- 
solidated company holds the prop- 
erty of the Edison company and 
the complainants’ property with 
notice of all these facts and 
should restore it to the Edison 
company. * * * Or _ that the 
value of his stock be ascertained 
by the Court, that he be de- 
clared to have a lien for the 
amount of this value upon the 
property of the Edison company 
and the Consolidated company, 
and that the latter corporation 
be adjudged to pay to him the 
amount of this lien.”’ 


The Court’s Decision. 


In deciding the questions of law in 
favor of the complainants, and in re- 
rmanding the case with instructions to 
permit the defendants to answer and 
for further proceedings, Judge Sanborn 
used this language (144 Federal Report- 
er, 765 et seq.): 

“The fraud or breach trust of one 
who occupies a fiduciary relation while 
in the exercise of a lawful power is as 
fatal in equity to the resultant act or 
contract as the absence of the power. 

“The relation of a stockholder to his 
corporation, to its officers and to his co- 
stockholders is a relation of trust and 
confidence. The corporation holds its 
property in trust for its stockholders, 
who have a joint interest in it. The of- 
ficers of the corporation, if not téchnical 
trustees for the stockholders, are such 
in so real a sense that any use by them 
of the property of the corporation for 
their own profit to the detriment of any 
of the stockholders is a breach of their 
trust and their duty, which is actionable 
in equity. 

“The stockholders of a corporation are 
jointly interested in the same property 
and in the same title. Community of 
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interest in = common property or title 
imposes @ community of duty and Mur 
tual obligation to do nothing to impair 
the property or the title. It creates such 


equitable for any of those who thus 
share in the common property to do 
anything to or with it fot thelr own) 
profit at the expense of others who 
have the same rights.

The conclusion that these facts present 
no ground for relief by a court of chan- 
cery is not deductible from the rules 
and principles of equity jurisprudence.

It will learn that only the city print- 
ing keeps the Abend Anzeiger alive, as, 
lacking the city contract, it would have 
insufficient advertising or subscription 
business to justify the expense of pub- 
lication. 

It will learn that a combine of Ger- 
man newspapers exists for the purpose 
of holding up the city, compelling it to 

y an extortionate rate for the print- 
oe which the ancient charter requires. 

t will fllnd that German newspaper 
circulations have declined enormously 
since the Westliche Post was glad to 
do the city printing for 1.75 cents per 
line. 

It will find that German newspaper 
circulations are very near the vanish- 
ing point, and that there is no public 
demand for the publication of German 
newspapers in this community. 

If thre Council is persistent in its in- 
quiries it will obtain officially irforma- 
tion substantiating these statements and 
will reduce the cost of city printing in 
German newspapers at least one-half.

Mr. Taft willl attend a reunion of his 
classmates of ‘78, there being % sur- 
vivors, 81 of whom will be at Yale for 
the reunion. 

On Tuesday night Secretary Taft will 
ettend his class dinner at the New 
Haven Country Club, at which time he 
will deliver an informal address. 

Wednesday he will attend the alumni 
dinner in University Hall at 1 p. m., 
where it is expecvted that he will speak. 
Ile has agreed to speak at the dedica- 
tion of the flagstaff erected on Yale 
campus by the class of ’9k in memory of 
Tieut. Ledyard, who was killed in the 
Philippines. 

Wil Attend Ball Game, 

He wil lattend the ball game on 
Tuesday and will go to New London tv 
see the Yale-Harvard boat race Thurs- 
day. ' 

In the Tatf narty going to New Haven 
was Judge H. C. Hollister of Cincin- 
nati, a classmate of the Secretary, and 
Ralph E. Clark, class of '98, a member 
of Judge Hollister’s law firm. Frank 
B. Kellogg, national committeeman 
from Minnesota, came as far as New 
York with the Secretary, where he left 
the party to take up his duties as chief 
counsel in the Standard Oil inquiry now 
going on in New York.

To Start Campaign in September. 

Mr. Taft said he did not expect to re- 
turn to Cincinnati until the fall, and 
that he will start his campaign for the 
presidency in that city in September. 

Asked about his selection of a cam- 
paign manager, he said nothing definite 
had been decided in that matter. 

Mr. Taft declined to discuss Mr. 
Bryun’s comments on the anti-injunc- 
tion plank adopted at the Chicago con- 
vention, nor would he discuss any fea- 
ture of the Democratic situation. The 
Secretary said he expetced to be ac- 
tively engaged in his campaign right 
up to election day, and that he would 
not take any vacation. 

‘“T've got along without any vacation 
for the last eight years,”’ he said, ‘‘and 
I think I can stand it a little longer.’’

The decision holds that the United 
3 Railways Co. is Hable for a judgment of 
$1250 awarded to Barrie against the old 
St. Louis Transit Co. in a personal in- 
jury suit. 

The judgments obtained by hundreds] 
of litigants rest upon the ultimate out- 
come of the Barrie suit, which was a 
test case. It will probably be appealed 
by the company to the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals. 

Court Holds Property Had Value. 


In effect, Judge Reynolds finds that 
the syndicate managed by Brown Bros 
which negotiated the transfer of the 
gtreet railway properties to the United 
Railways received property from the 
Transit company largely in excess of the 
value paid or exchanged. 

This shatters the principal contention 
of the United Railways that the proper- 
ty it received was practically valueless 
and that it only inherited a lot of debts. 

The Court says that it appears the 
leasehold owned by the Transit com- 
pany, having 35 years to run, was worth 
__ =, $4,000,000, although it was claimed the 
lease was a burden and worth nothing.

Blair Harrison, a “Jekyll and Hyde” of 
real life, found in a 23-word telegram 
from the wife who had searched the 
country for him the missing ingredient 
for which the Jekyll and Hyde of fic- 
tion searched in vain.

President Roosevelt's 
Hunting Stories 














ARLY one June, just after the close | 
F of the regular spring round-up, a 

souple of wagons, with a score of 
riders between them, were sent to work 
some hitherte untouched country, be- 
tween the Little Missouri and the Yei- 
lowstone. I was to go as the repre: 


~ sentative of our own and one of two 


neighboring brands; but as the round- 
up had halted near my ranch I deter- 
mined to spend a day there, and then to 
join the wagons; the appointed meeting 
place being a cluster of red _  scoria 
buttes, some 40 miles distant, where 
there was a spring of good water. 

Most of my day at the ranch was 
epent.in slumber, for I had been several 
weeks in the round-up, where nobody 
every gets quite enough sleep. This is 
the only drawback to the work; other- 
wise it is pleasant and exciting, with 
just that slight touch of danger neces- 
sary to give it zest, and without the 
wearing fatigue of such labor as lum- 
bering or mining. But there is never 
eough sleep, at least on the spring and 


| mid-summer round-ups. Tine men are in 


the saddle from dawn until dusk, at the 
time when the days are longest on these 
great Northern plains, and in addition 
there is the regular night guarding and 
now and then a furious storm or a stam- 
pede, when for 24 hours at a stretch the 
riders only dismount to change horses 
or snatch a mouthful of food, 

I started in the bright sunrise, riding 
one horse and driving loose before me 
eight others, one carrying my bedding. 
They traveled strung out in single file. 
I kept trotting and loping, for loose 
horses are easiest to handle when driven 
at some speed, and moreover the way 
was long. My rifle was slung under my 
thigh; the lariat was looped on the sad- 
die horn. * * * ; 


HUNTING FOR MEAT 


We were the last, and as soon as we 
arrived the boss divided all into two 
parties for the morning work, or “cir- 
cle riding,’”’ whereby the cattle were 
to be gathered for the round-up prop- 
er. Then as the dthers started, he 
turned to me and remarked, ‘‘We’ve got 
enough hands to drive this open coun- 
try without you; but we're out of meat, 
and I don’t want to kill a beef for such 
a small outfit; can’t you shoot some 
antelope this morning? We'll pitch 
camp by the big blasted cottonwood 
at the spot of the ash couples, over 
yender, below the breaks of Dry Creek.” 

Of course, I gladly assented, and was

slopes. There was no lack of the game 
I was after, for from every rise of 
ground I could see antelope scattered 
across the prairie, singly, in couples, or 
in bands.

They saw me at once and 
ran, but I held well ahead of a fine 
young prong-buck, and rolled him over 
like a rabbit, with both shoulders 
broken. In a few minutes I was riding 
onwards once more with the buck 
lashed behind my saddle. 


A LONG STALK 


The next one I got, a couple of hours 
later, offered a much more puzzling 
stalk...He was a big fellow in company 
with four does or small bucks. All five 
were lying in the middle of a slight 
basin, at the head of a géntle valley. 
At first sight it seemed impossible to 
get near them, for there was not 80 
much cover as a sagebrush, and the

NEW YORK, June 22.—The longest 
cross-country relay race that has ever 


been essayed is that in which the

The direct mail route to Chicago is 
900 miles. The more winding highways 
that the boys will traverse is estimated 
at 1000 miles, There will be nearly 
2000 Boys in the race, and it is expected 
that ft will be run well within five 
days.

GALVESTON, Tex., June 22.—A com- 
missioner from the family of the late 
O. H. P. Belmont, New York soviety 
leader, is said by Mrs. Louise Belmont 
Kelly Clarke to be on the way to see 
her here about her claim to a part of 
the Belmont millions. 

Mrs. Clarke and her lawyers say fhe 
has received a letter advising her it 
will be best to settle her claim out of 
court, but denying that there is any 
foundation for it. They refuse to make 
the letter public. , 

Mrs. Clarke says she will insist on 


carrying her claim into court. She has 
long. been known as one of Galveston’s 
eccentric characters, and she lives in 
a cowshed near the canal here in ab- 
ject poverty. Her manner and conver- 
sation have some distinction in spite of 
her surroundings, and she is positive 
in her assertion that when she reaches 
New York she will be able to establish 
her claim beyond doubt. 


Quarreled With Stepmother. 

Mrs. Clarke’s statement in part fol- 
lows: 

“My maiden name was Louise Whit- 
ney Belmont and I am the daughter of 
Perry Belmont. I was born in New 
York on South Fifty-second street, as 
well as I can remember by what has 
been told me, and near Lexington ave- 
nue, on the 4th day of March, 1874. 
My mother was Sarah Whitney. As to 
the date of her death, I.am net sure. 
The records ag to this matter should be 
found in either the First or Second 
Presbyterian Church in New York City. 
After my mother died my father mar- 
ried Mrs. Vanderbilt. My stepmother 
wanted to rule men with an iron hand 
and we had trouble from the first, and 
so a few days after the marriage I was 
sent away to St. Mary’s Convent, whica 
as well as I can remember, was situated 
between Eighty-eighth and LEighty- 
ninth streets, on the way to Mourit 
Vernon, While in the convent my 
father sent me many things.

RESTAURATEUR, “WHO QUIT 
WHEN HIS PILE WAS MADE,” 
DIES IN HIS CHICAGO HOME 


Christian Burcky and His Partner 
Sold Business When They 


Had a Million. 


CHICAGO, June 22.—Christian Burcky, 
one of the first restaurant proprietors of 
Chicage, died at his residence here. 
He achieved something more than lo- 
cal fame as “The man who quit when 
his pile was made.” 

Previous to the big fire of 1871 Burcky 
and ‘Ed’”’ Milan opened a lunch room in 
an. old® box car in Madison atreet. 
Burcky did the cooking and Milan wait- 
ed on the customers. Their enterprise 
was regarded as something of a joke at 
the start, but both young men were ge- 
rious and worked with unflagging zeal. 

“We won't quit until we get a million,” 
was their motto. 

Within a couple of years they accu- 
mulated enough money to furnish a 
basement in Madison’ street, near 
Clark. After the fire they moved to 154 
and 156 Clark street and opened what 
is said to have been ‘“‘The original first- 
class restaurant of Chicago.” 

During the latter part of 1888 the part- 
ners began taking stock and ceunting | 
cash. They found that their joint riches 
totaled a little more than $1,000,000 and 
the next day the place was o?ered fer 
sale. Burcky never entered any ether 
business.
